Other: Examiner has reviewed arguments put fonward by the applicant and has found them not persuasive in order to 
over come the rejections under cun*ent final office action. New claim 62 is allowable, however . the new claims 61 and 63 are not for the 
same reasons as the original Independent claims. Additionally, Examiner would like to point out that the Independent claims 1 , paragraph 
(c), 36, paragraph (d). 51, paragraph (c), 56, paragraph (d), 61, paragraph (c). and 63. paragraph (c), contain the word "if, that makes the 
claim conditional. Based on a condition, and if the condition has been met, the follow-up steps are taking place; othenwise there is no 
following step from that point on.
